t’s no mere rumor that times are 
iE for the Clarke men’s 
basketball team With 10 new 
faces and only five returning players, 
the Crusaders are aiming to take a lot 
of teams by surprise. “The biggest 
difference this year is attitude,” said 
Head Coach Jerry Drymon, in his 
second year with the team. “I think 
we have the right kind of attitude 
this year to succeed. Our effort over- 
all is pretty good as well.” 
Here are four reasons why this 
year’s team is on the rise. 

1. Experienced Post 
The Crusaders return three starters 
to the post position. Senior Thomas 
Ammon is back after receiving an 
All-MCC honorable mention award 
in 2009. The co-captain averaged 
13.7 points per game, and led the 
team in field goal percentage (.515) 
and rebounds (5.9/game). 

Thomas is accompanied by 6’5” 
sophomore Elliott Carr and 6’6” 
junior Jay Wagoner, both of whom 
look to explode this year statistically. 
Elliot provides the strength and ath- 
leticism to be a presence “down un- 
der,” while Wagoner will continue to 
bring consistent fundamentals to the 
paint. 

“T lifted a lot of weights in the off- 
season, got a lot stronger,” said El- 
liot. “I didn’t get to play much last 
season, so I definitely didn’t want to 
have that feeling again this year.” 

“Rebounding is key,” said Drymon. 
“We're not very big so we have to 
commit to rebounding the ball.” 
2. Transferring Talent 
Winning requires a mix of depth and 
experience, which is why the addi- 
tions of juniors ‘Travis Ferrell and 
Justin Heng will be crucial to Clarke’s 
success. Both have played two years 
of junior college ball . 

‘Travis, a transfer from Fresno City 
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b looks to make a statement _ 


College in California, is in contention 
for the point guard spot, and should 
see significant time on the court dis- 
tributing the ball to scorers. He has 
great effort on defense while being a

key contributor on offense. 

“I’m very optimistic about this 
year,” said Travis, a co-captain. “It’s a 
new school for me so I want to try to 
win over this community. Everyone 
on this team is willing to do the dirty 
work to win.” 

Meanwhile, Justin, an Towa Cen- 
tral CC transfer, provides phenom- 
enal range from the shooting guard 
position. Despite four concussions 
he brings intensity to the court and 
is one of Clarke’s biggest threats on 
the perimeter. Don’t be surprised if 
the ball winds up in his hands come 
crunch time. 

3. Quality Leadership 
When asked about key contribu- 
tors in leading this team, Drymon 
dropped two names, the first being 
junior Eli Fitzsimons. “Eli has done 
a really good job in the leadership 
role,” said Drymon. 

After three seasons at Clarke, Eli is 
the longest-tenured Crusader on the 


team. Fis stats jumped in 08-09 as he 
played in 30 games. 

The other name mentioned was 
senior Corey Billingsley, another re- 
turning starter. “Corey has always 


been sort of a quiet leader,” said 
Drymon. “His effort has ahvays been 
great.” 

Last season Corey was the team’s 
third leading scorer (10.3 points/ 
game) and team leader in steals (1.7/ 
game). And while he quietly goes 
about his business on the court, no 
one on the team questions his effort 
or his integrity. 

4. Standout Freshmen 

Of all the changes the Crusaders 
are experiencing, the most exciting 
is the addition of seven freshmen all 
competing for court time. 

California native Johnny Warlich has 
an encouraging high school resume 
and seems to be handling things with 
poise. 

Accompanying Warlich are Illinois 
high school standouts Josh Hutton 
and Luke Grymonprez. Josh lives 
behind the acc and has an even head 
when it comes to taking pressure 
shots. The ball may very well be in 


his hands come clutch time, Which 
is very encouraging down the toad 
Meanwhile Luke brings a unanimoy 
all-conference selection from high 
school with him and should help aay 
depth.
